Definitly worth the fin. 
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I suppose I owe an explanation as to why this 
issue spells the end of Noise Por Heroes. There's 
quite a few. so I'll just rattle off a Bunch off 
the top of my head. 

The main one is the fact that after two years 
of doing this, it often seems like a Job and not an 
adventure, which is what it's meant-to be. Por this 
issue I've gone through particular pain — it was 
virtually ready to print at the start of November, 
but I didn't like the cover and such of the contents, 
so I stalled out until the last weeks of December, 
when I decided to face the music and bang out one 
last issue so I could get out reviews of all the 
records everybody sent me. As a Tesult there's 
a lot of old stuff in here like the Gang Of Four 
review from October. All 1 can say is sorry for the 

old news . . ... 

Aside from the work, though, there's a gulf 
that's been growing between me and alot of what's 
ha-cpening these days. There really is no *new wave" 
per se any more . There are alot of bands playing 
alternative music, out it's not really new, and it 
doesn't pose a threat to change anything. Alot of 
these bands are real fun to listen to, but they are 
an effect and not a cause. The Pistols, the Buzz- 
cocks, the Jam. the Clash — these groups really 
mattered because they caused a change in the way 
people perceived the machinery that makes bands 
and' creates ausic. The new generation of bands 
today sounds as good (Channel 3. Angry Samoans , 
Chron Gen for exa^nle) as the early punks, but 
they don't have that freshness and air of impor- 
tance. In alot of ways, the new ausic that is 
around today is as reactionary as heavy metal, 
but this is hidden by the credibility that it de- 
rives frcn its roots in *7? punk. 

What this means is that although I still get 
alot of records that I like, there aren't many 
that I really prize the way I do the records I 
hav= by the early bands. And I feel that in some 

wavs it's unfair to the people who read 3FH that 
I have this attitude, because I don't think that 
it's an attitude that is particularly forward-look- 
ing or valuable. 



The main thing that's kept STK alive in the 
last year is the great diversity of interesting 
records by US bands. The only thing really needed 
in the Americas to get things really interesting 
is a large scale publication that does a decent Job 
of covering independent bands. New York Rocker 
was the best we had, but they are in th* process of 
commercializing their format, which will probably 
end their usefulness. Flipside is a great fanzine 
for the L.A. area and for hardcore in general, but 
whose gonna dig up groups in Kansas, Toronto, or 
Tallahasee? Trouser Press has their token America 
Underground eolursn that manages to review all of 
5 records a month when there are about 100 a month 
to choose from. So right now, all you can do is 
get local magazines from all over and spend days 
reading. 

Anyway, I don't want to say that this is def- 
initely the last NPH. although I am sending back 
all subscriber money, because I want to leave the 
door open to do an odd issue now and then. But 
others should take up the slack — write your own 
fanzine. Save Way will be putting out his own 
Diminished Capacity mag soon, which I hope to con- 
tribute to now and then, and I'm sure he'll wel- 
come other contributors, too. 

In other newjj , I can't resist giving ay own 
Jam top 20, since Brian took his cuts at it and 
unf orgiveably left out completely two of my top 
three. So here wc go i 1. Going Underground 2. In 
The City 3. All Around The World ^.When You're Young 
5- Strange Town 6. Eton Rifles 7. Dreams Of Children

Wateh 
for this band, especially if you like punk flavored 
pop! 

The pride of Brooklyn, the Nastyfaets, have 
their Drive My Car ep issued in the UK now. Fans 
of the early Undertones and Buzzcocks shouldn't 
siss this one . 

Finally, a thanks department is necessary. 
I knew reading this sort of stuff is often boring, 
but it should mean something to those who have 
helped NFH alot. First is Lou at Lou's records in 
Cardiff, who first offered to carry NFH and made 
ae think I could do it, then Larry and Rich at Off 
The Record, where over ^5,000,000 copies of NFH 
have been served, and Larry at Stiff Competition, 
who is a great guy (even if he does like the Motels) 
Kudos also to those who helped me sell RPK out of 
town — Chuck in Alabama (who also provided me with 
all the rub on letters that sake NFH look like it 
ras done by a professional idiot as opposed to an 
acatuer idiot — I hope they haven't caught you rip- 
ping them off 1 ) Christian Arnheiter in Houston. 
JA Kurt Bloch in Seattle. Fred in Durham, NC, and of 
*V course, Brian in Vancouver. Thanks also to all 
jg the labels and bands that thought it worthwhile to 
V£ get their records reviewed in NFH — hope we haven't 
■ij killed any budding careers!
